It will be presented at 
the next meeting of council, and will 
receive prompt attention. The ordi- 
nance may be changed in some sec- 
tions, but it will likely be passed as 
read.

pawnbroker must keep a record of the 
names and articles and report, the 
same to the mayor each day before 
no'-n He must not make a loan to 
minors, known thieves cr intosxated 
person. The penalty for breaking this 
r>ectiori is a fine of from 810 to S50. 


IVrsons not residing in the city who 


"Derate carts, drays, carriages etc.. on 
The streets are licensed at §5 a day. 
They shall not charge moie than 25 
cents for carrying a passenger with 
ordinary baggage to any part of 
tbe city. The penaltv is from *2 to

"Some author- 
ities think there is danger in admis- 
sion on certificate, but we have de- 
vised a system that reduces danger to 
a minimum. 


"We have two relations to college 


preparatory schools, one of affiliation 
and the other of cooperation. By affil- 
iation we mean the relation of tbe 
university to 
the private schools 


whose trustees are willing tbe univer- 
sit-y should take control of the educa- 
tional policy of 
the school. 
And 


farther than that, for the appoint- 
ments in tbe faculty are made and 
the course of study defined. 
On 
the other hand the members of the 
faculty of these schools have certain 
privileges at the university —the tak- 
ing of certain studies without- charge, 
etc.. while tbe principal is a mem be? 
of the university council. We are also 
affiliated with colleges In that- way. 
and students who do not care to un- 
dergo the rigors of winter on the 
lake shore cao. for instance, go to the 
John B. Stetson university in Florida 
and wiil be given credit for work done 
there- 


"Now as to cooperation. Manifestly 
the public schools can never put them- 
selves under the care of tbe universi- 
ty. The law will not- permit it. But 
the high schools may invite the uni- 
versity to inspect them and see If the 
standard is equal to ^e standard oi 
preparatory work for the university. 
Whec the inspection is made and the 
.university, is satisfied^ thea ike uni- 
versity "may accept^students from 
these high schools without examina- 
tion. In that- case university and 
high school are said to be not in affili- 
ation but in cooperation- To make 
sure the system is carefully adminis- 
tered the nniversit-y sends ont two 
members of tbe faculty to make the 
inspection. 
"The result of my day spent in the 


high school here is a very clear convic- 
tion that the high school is doing 
stronir work, and 
witb your pres- 


ent liberal board of education and 
the 
progressive 
and 
competent 


superintendent and 
principal tbe 


school should be able to graduate boys 
and girls as well prepared to enter the 
colleges and universities as any high 
school in the state. 


"I have been in Cleveland, Lima, 


Findlay. Sandusky, Akron, and Can- 
ton, and am goine to Zanesville. Ma- 
rietta and Columbus- 
The central 


high schools of Cleveland. Columbus 
and Dayton have been in cooperation 
with us for some time. 


"i am of the impression that pros- 


pective college students in Ohio do 
not look as strongly toward the Uni- 
verity of Chicago as toward the edu- 
cational institutions of your own state, 
thefni versity of Michigan andCornell. 
Nevertheless I hope It- will change 
somewhat. Our President 
Harper 


comes from this very region. It is 
his bailiwick. He is a graduate of 
Muskingum college.''

The discipline on the yacht is perfect. 
The routine is tbat of a man-of-war, in 
which class the Hohenzoilfrn belongs. 


The emperor's own cooks are on 


board the yacht. There are five of 
these. Four arri\ed on the Graf Wal- 
dersee recently and will accompany 
Prince Henry on his tour. Tbe entire 
kitchen force is the same that cooks 
the emperor's meals when be is on 
board the yacht. The kitchen is kept as 
neat and clean as a parlor and is 
gnnrded as sacredly as the emperor's 
own quarters. 


The yacht is fitted with two rapid 


fire rifles well np toward the bow. 
These are fixed behind screens and are 
used for saluting visiting officials.

Co-umbus, O., Feb. 27.—A bill pro- 


viding heavy penalties for using the 
American flag for advertising acd 
other unpatriotic purposes was intro- 
duced by Senator Ho&ea. 


The senate adopted Mr. Hosea's

17 to hear hear arguments pro aad 
COB oa the proposition to abandon the 
canals of the ssate. 


Bills introduced: Mr. Yates, to re- 


imburse companies which are incor- 
porated for the purpose of apprehend- 
ing horse thieves aad other petty 
thieves for expenses incurred in such 
apprehensions ia an amount not ex- 
ceeding $75; Mr. Warner, to repeal 
the habitual criminal act; Mr. Pom- 
erene, extending the life of the Cleve- 
land ci:y ball commission. 


Bills passed: Mr. Archer, amending 


the game law so as to cure certain, 
defects and strengthen the law relat- 
ing to prosecutions for violation of 
the fish laws; Mr. Harrison, providing 
that when corporations dissolve no- 
tice of the dissolution must be filed 
with the secretary of state; Mr. Cham- 
berlain, extending to all cities the pro- 
visions of the law giving workaousa 
trustees tbe right to parole prisoners; 
Mr. Hosea, requiring that all parties 
to a suit, those who are made parties 
defendant after the filing of the suit. 
as well as those named in the original 
petition, shall be indexed; Mr. Wirt, 
providing that suits may be brought 
against corporations in any county in 
which theyown propertyor owe debts. 


Local Option Bill Passed. 


Columbus. O.. Feb. 27.—By a large 


majority me house passed the Beal 
bill, but its friends are not claim- 
ins an overwhelming victory.

fact they are admitting that they were 
outgeneraled and practically defeated, 
and that the opposition snatched a 
victory from the name just at a time 
when they were at the mercy of the 
enemy. 


Soon after the vote was announced 


on the measure Representative Garri- 
son of Brown county, Tvno practically 
managed the fight, was met and con- 
gratulated by one of his co-workeis. 
"I guess I don't deserve any concralu- 
iauons, after all," remarked Mr. Gar- 
rison, "for they have beat us at the 
last minute."

judge from fining an offending saloon- 
ist 2 cents aad remitting the costs if 
he chooses to do so. 


Another point -which the friends of 


the Beal bill axe regretting is that 
they conceded the change In the re- 
quired percentage for a petition from 
25 to 40 per cent of the total number 
of votes In any municipality. This, 
the friends of the measure themselves 
say. precludes the possibility of get- 
ting a locul option election in any of 
tne large cities. Of course in the 
smaller towns and villages the local 
option law is strengthened, and they 
are claiming that much of the victory, 


There wili be an effort in a quiet
